Harriman Party Hears That He 
Has Revoked His Proxy in 
illinois Central Fight. 


PURE INVENTION, FISH SAYS 


Asserts His Amazement at the “Audao 
ity and Mendacity” of This At- 
tack—Old Fight Revived. 


The issuance yesterday of a statement 
announcing that Lord Rothschild had re- 
voked his Illinois Central proxy in favor 
of Stuyvesant Fish, induéed the former 
President of the road to say a number 
ef caustic things in reply, which have 
brought the Fish-Harriman controversy 
a little closer to the boiling point than 
at any time since Mr, Fish used physi- 
eal force on President Harahan lest Sum- 


mer, 

The statement about Lord Rothsochild's 
changed attitude was given out as fol- 
lows:

The Harriman Statement, 


“It ts definitely learned that Lord 
Rothschild’s Ilinols Central Railroad 
proxy in favor of Stuyvesant Fish 
has been revoked. This is one of the 
most important steps that has yet oo- 
curreg in the Illinois Central campaign. 
Stuyvesant Fish has, doubtless without 
Lord Rothschild’s consent, long adver- 
tised a statement that Lord Rothschild 
was one of his most powerful support- 
erg. 

“Yondon papers have published new 
facts in connection with the Illinois Cen- 
tral matter that have aroused considera- 
ble interest. It ts learned that Winthrop 
EH. Scarritt was a Director of the Trust 


Company of the Republic, now the Com- 


monwealth Trust Company, and a part of 
the time es President, during all those 
periods when Mr. Fish borrowed money 
from the Illinois Central for his own 
account without the knowledge of his 
Directors and when he padded the ac- 
counts of the trust company on various 
oceasions with Illinols Central money just 
prior to the call of the State Bank Ex- 
aminer.

Reply by Stuyvesant Fish. 


The statement put out, in behalf of

“The attention of Stuyvesant Fish and 
gome of his associates in the effort to 
eliminate E. H. Harriman from the man- 
agement of the Illinois Central was called 
yesterday to a statement circulated by | 
agents of the Harriman party asserting 
that Lord Rothschilad had revoked the 
proxy for the Illinols Central annual elec- 
tion given by his firm, N. M. Rothschild & 
fons, to Mr. Fish. Appended to this state- 
ment, though not directly connected with 
it, was the further assertion that various 
associates of Mr. Fish were officers and 
Directors of the Commonwealth Trust 
Company, formerly the Trust Company 
of the Republic, and a reiteration of the 
charge (denied under oath by Mr. Fish 
last December and at other times) that 
Mr. Fish secretly and wrongfully loaned 
Illinois Central moneys to that trust 
company. Mr. Fish and his friends re- 
garded the discussion of the charges, 
which they feel were disposed of com- 
pletely months ago, as an effort to tm- 
pose upon the public an intimation that 
belief in those charges had something to 
do with Lord Rothschild’s action. 

“Mr, Fish himself declined to discuss 
the matter of the Rothschild proxy, but 
it was stated by one of his associates 
that shortly after the Illinois Central 
meeting of Dec. 18, an American firm

“Tam emazed at the audacity and men- 
dacity of this anonymous attack, putting | 
forth such a‘ale at this time. It shows 
that, despairing of their case in Judge 
Ball’s court in Chicago, the Union Pa- 
cific party is now revamping yarns which 
were exploded a year ago, when they 
were invented by Mr. Harriman while 
he was squirming under the probe put 
into him by the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission as to rascalities in the Union 
Pacific, the Alton, and other roads. These 
inventions were then fully exposed by 
me, and again last Autumn when they 
were circulated to influence proxies.

PLEA FOR THE FERRY SLEEPER 


Shall He Be Violently Ejected?—Nay, 
Nay, Saye the Old Pilot. 


Grave complaint was made a few days 
ago by a respected commuter that un- 
certain persons had been observed to 
fall asleep and so remain for consider- 
able periods in the “ ladias’ and gentle- 
men’s" oabins of one of the big rail- 
road ferries plying in New York waters, 
The commuter cited instances. 

Peremptory demands for explanations 
were made upon the employes, and 
something had to be done, The veteran 
pilot of the ferry fleet was chosen by 
the victims to respond. He did. 

Here {is his letter, The original has been 


duly filed in the operating department, 
There seemed to be nothing else to do 


with it: 
‘Superintendent of Ferries: 

‘Dear Sir:—Reference to a report that 
on the night of & passenger was 
allowed to remain for several trips on 
the night ferryboat. Members of the 


crew summonsed to your office have 


made denials, in toto, of the truth of 
this statement. 

‘It does appear, however, that on the 
last trip made by the crew in the morn- 
ing, an old man in a state of intoxica- 
tion made his way aboard the boat and 
efforts to arouse him out of the 
en stupor into which he shortly 
Accordingly, the 
ferry department ashore was notified. 
That dopartment, in turn, notified the 
company police, who, determinin the 
destination of the man to be New York, 
left him aboard to be taken there. 

“Out of these incidents, no doubt, the 
story above referred to originated. gain- 
ing in detail as it travelled and at last 
not unnaturally arousing the qyestion: 
‘Is it possible for passengers to ride and 
sleep on the ferryboat all night?’ 

‘“‘The answer is, simply, It is not.’’ 
“It might be worth while, however, lest 
at any time, which is likely, there be a 


dr 


recurrence of some incident to again give | 
rise to apprehension, to give some brief | 
consideration to the particular conditions | 


under which the night boat arrives. 

“These conditions differ somewhat from 
those affecting the day crews. After 
dertain hours sober, wide-awake people 
have, for the most part, caught the last 
trains and gone home. Some by accident 
get left, but they go on the boat, cross 
over, and get off. 

“Then the stragglers appear. Tickets 
are sold to these ,the gates are opened, 
and the company becomes responsible for 
their ¢arriage and safety hours in ad- 


vance of the time of departure of any: 


train. Some of them only by supreme ef- 
fort get onto the boat. They fall into a 
comfortable seat, (if they do not fall in 
the gangways,) and soon are in a stupe- 
fied sleep, dimly sensible, if conscious at 
all, that they are now in the company's 
care and perfectly secure. 

‘‘ How are they to be gotten off? Cer- 
tainly the company does not wish. that 
its passengers shal! be misused. Rules of 
oliteness, courtesy, &c., have been en- 
oined, But just as certainly, too, a dead 
drunk cannot be aroused by polite, philo- 
sophic phrases from Epictetus, or rhyth- 
mic excerpts from Kipling, Browning, 
Lowell, or Longfellow. And if there is 
resort ‘to strenuous means, who that wit- 
nesses the process shall not say that 
they were ‘violent’ means? So much as 
assist a man to his feet, and straight- 
way you are open to the charge of break- 
ing the ribs, which the bartender stove 
n 


“The deckhand Is ‘up against it.’ Strict 
orders to be courteous and polite and 
strict orders to put people off, with ‘the 
alternative of notifying the company po- 
lice, and perhaps still having it get out 
that he 1s carrying aboard the boat all 
night, give him Httle room for cholce. 
“But notwithstanding the strictest vig- 
{lance it is quite possible that now and 
then a passenger does escape attention for 
a trip or two. There are two men on 
deck. Upon reaching the slip one must 
hook up, drop the chain, and put in the 
water, while the other is at the outer end 
waiting for the pin to fall, or starting or 
stowing teams. Before either can look 
closely into a cabin passengers are com- 
ing aboard as well as going off, and the 
ride-stealer cannot then be made too sure 
of unless he has been previously spotted. 
And that, either by day or night, may 
often require a trip. 

‘Tt is to be borne in mind, too, tn re- 
lation to the night crew, that they seldom 
come in contact with the bosses. They 
have, in trivial as well as in important 
matters, often to make shift for them- 
selves. According as they are faithful to 
he interests of the company, it ought to 
be allowed that they endeavor to do 
their work at all times with the effec- 
tiveness, the petement. and the propriety 
that seéms fit—and even so melancholy a 
duty as showing the bridge to a stupid 
or trouble-seeking drunk may be de- 
corously and harmlessly one through 
with at a proper time. ut if a con- 


rule for any emergency that may arise 


is to be laid down, then it is fair to pre- | 


sume that when it is made known it will 
be as cheerfully and as punctiliously put 
into effect. 

‘““As to the question immediately in 
hand—what is to be done? Shall the 
occasional poor drunk—impervious to per- 
suasion, politeness, or poetry—unable 
even coherently to make known the des- 
tination to which he has paid—but harm- 
ing no one—shall he be seized, punched, 
clubbed, dragged, or kicked off the boat 
onto some other part of the company’s 
property; or, is the easiest way the best 
way? 

“This may, after all, be 
attention of high authority.”

WILL BRAVE OCEAN 


Plan to Come to New York from 
the Needles in Their 
Small Boat. 


FUNDS FROM MINE OWNER 


Course Would Lead Them to Panama, 
New Orleans, Chicago, Hall- 
fax, and to This City. 


Special to The New York Timea, 

NEEDLES, Cal., Feb. 09.—Charles S&S. 
Russell and EB, R. Monett, the miners 
who yesterday finished their successful 
passage of the 752 miles of the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado, may not end their 
trip here, as general expected. After the 
reception given in their honor last night 
a searchlight mine owner, whose name 
cannot be learned, approached the men 
and offered to outfit them if they would 
continue down the river and go to New 
York City by water, the entire distance 
to be traversed in the sixteen-foot row- 
boat in which they fought their way 
through the Grand Canyon. 

What consideration beyond the outfit- 
ting of the party Russell and Monett are 
to receive for the successful accomplish- 
ment of this feat, neither will disclose. 
Russell intimates that he and his com- 
rade would prefer to spend the next year 
or more in this endeavor than to take 
the chances of finding work in the mines 
hereszbouts, almost all of which are shut 
down now. 

Although the men to-day talked of 
thelr plans for the trip, neither would 
divulge the name of their phtron, and 
would say nothing beyond the fact that 
he is a mine owner in the Searchlight 
district, His stipulation is said to have 
been that he should be kept in back- 
ground. He does not want notoriety out 
of the thing. He.is merely interested 
and has some surplus money. 

“The southwest country does not seem 
to hold forth much prospect for business 
in our line as minerg for some time to 
come,” gald Mr. Russell to-day. ‘“ We 
are in as good shape to make the trip to 
New York as ever we shall be, and it 


does not seem to present any such diffi-| 


culties as we had to face every day in 
our trip down the Colorado. Of «qurse, 
we shall have our boat equipped with a 
| motor and make changes In several other 
| respects for the trip, With the tntroduc- 
tlon of a motor we shall lose just so much 
of the IMmited space for provisions, but 
the route we have mapped out shows that 
there are plenty of small towns at fre- 
quent intervals, and there would be no 
difficulty tn getting water and food. 

“One boat is pretty well battered up. 
It was in that rough water for almost 150 
days, you know. But we believe we can 
put it into shape to carry us through. 
We shall start from here as soon as we 
can get things into shape, although it 
will be a month before the motor arrives 
from the East, 

‘*The route we have chosen would take 
us through the Gulf to Callfornia and 
along the Mexican coast. We shall stop 
either at Tehuantepec and have the boat 
carried across on the new rallroad built 
there or keep on to Panama, where wo 
will have the boat ehfipped across, It will 


depend largely on the time we can make, 
We want to escape having a voyage next 
Winter on the Great Lakes, and may 
take longer on the route in order not to 
reach Chicago until the Spring of 1909. 

‘““We shall hug the Mexican and Texas 
shores, through the Gulf of Mexico, and 
keep close in until we reach the Mis- 
sissippi Delta, We do nat expect to have 
any difficulty before we get there, al- 
though a soarcity of gasoline may have 
to be faced. 

“From New Orleans on our plan now 
{s to go up the Mississippi and turn into 
the Illinois River at Alton, thence through 
Chieago by the ship canal into Lake Mich- 
igan. After we get into the Great Lakes 
we shall make as fast time as possible to 
reach the St. Lawrence before midsum- 
mer. We want to get out of that North- 
ern country as quickly as we can, as 
neither of us is used to the cold weather, 
Tf we can reach Halifax not later than 
August, 1909, we expect that we can make 
the remaining distance down the cost to 
New York before Thanksgiving, 

‘Tt does not seem to us that there is 
anything impossible about the trip. As a 
matter of fact we cannot see anything fn 
it at al] as bad as the easiest mile In the 
Grand Cafion except Niagara Falls, and 
we are not expected to shoot them.”

FOR JAPANESE EXHIBITION. 


Aoyama, Near the Palace of the Em- 
peror, Comprises 290 Acres. 


TOKIO, Feb. 10.—Aoyama, one of the 
highest and most healthful parts of Tokio, 
it is officially announced, has been chosen 
as the site for the Grand Wxhibition of 
Japan, to be held from April 1 to Oct, 80, 
1912, 

Aoyama lifes in the Akasaka section of 
the city not far from the imperial palace 
and near the tmportant administration 
buildings of the Gevernment. 

Thirty engineers of the Military De- 
partment of the Government were intrust- 
ed with drawing maps of the proposed 
sites, while through the Governor of 
Tokio the valuation of the lands was in- 
vestigated. 

The exhibition grounds will cover a 
total area of from 272 to 290 acres. A 
road about 480 feet in width wfll be built 
connecting the Aoyama parade ground 
and the imperial property. 

Thus far a number of nations have sent 
their approval of the exhibition to the 
Japanese Government. Among these, the 
first to make such expression was Ger- 
many. Mexico, Canada, and New Zea- 
land also have signified their interest in 
the enterprise. Great Britain has com- 
municated her wishes to lend every pos- 
sible assistance. The favorable consid- 
eration of the exhibition given by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in his annual message 
has been received with great appreciation 
by the authorities. 

The exhibition is to be held not for the 
purpose of commemorating any historical 
event, but to show to the peoples of the 
world the development and progress of 
Japan. The Government has planned to 
spend $5,000,000 from her national Treas- 
ury, and it is expected that the various 
provinces and municipalities will appro- 
priate $5,000,000 more to the exhibition. 
The City of Tokio will contribute $2,500,- 
000 as its share,

LISBON, Feb. 9.—Among the officials 
proper in Lisbon the expectation prevails 
that the ceremony in connection with the 
coronation of King Manuel will not take 
place for two or three months. Some pre- 
dict there will be no ceremony at all; 
they say the young King wishes to begin 
his reign with as little ostentation as pos- 
sible, following the example of Gustave 
of Sweden. 

Thousands of Portuguese filed to-day 
through the Cathedral of San Vicente and 
gazed on the faces of their late King 
Carlos and Crown Prince Luis. When 
night fell and the doors of the church 
were closed there was atill a large crowd 
in waiting. 

Some of them will gain admission to the 
church to-morrow, when the bodies will 
He in state until 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, the hour set for the removal to the 
burial place, 

During the afternoon the square in front 
of the church, though guarded by eol- 
diers, became dangerously crowded. Many 
were knocked down, especially women 
and children, and women fainted both 
within the church and while waiting on 
the streets,

for admission, was dead when finally 
lifted from under the feet of the crowd.

An excellent example of the handwriting 
and signature of George Washington has 
been discovered in the Essex County 
Court.

“ Headquarters, Newburg, April 13, 1783. 

“I do certify that Francis Barber, Esq., 
was Lieutenant Colonel Commandant of 
the Second New Jersey Regiment, and 
was killed in, that service the eleventh 
day of February, 1783. 

“GEORGH WASHINGTON.” 

On the other side of the document Its 
the memorandum, “Gen. Washington's 
certificate for Col. jBarber” and “ Re- 
corded in Registry of Certificates, P, 2, 
no date. Robert Ogden, Clerk.” 

Francis Barber was prominent In New 
Jersey at the time of the Revolution. He 
was a graduate of Prinseton College, and 
taught in the academic institution in 
Hlizabeth connected with the First Pres- 
byterian Churoh, where Alexander Ham- 
flton and Aaron Burr were students. In 
the war for independence he served as an 
aide of Gen. Stouben, as an Adjutant to 
Major Gen, Lord Stirling, and was Dep- 
uty Adjutant General to Major Gen. 
Nathaniel Greens. He was wounded at 
the battle of Menmouth and at the siege 
of Yorktown. 

His wooing of Nancy Ogden of Bliza- 
beth, a noted beauty of the colony, formed 
the basis of several tales, among them 
being, it is said, Paul Leicester Ford's 
* Janice Meredith.” Col. Barber was 


killed at New Windsor, near Newburg, 
Feb. 11, 1783, while acting as officer of 
the day.

SUBWAY NOT CONSIDERED 


City *Unable to Undertake the Con- 
struction of Such a Line—Cen- 
tral May Have Chance. 


As a substitute for the New York Cen- 
tral’s tracks along Eleventh Avenue, or 
“death avenue,” as it has been called, 
the Public Service Commission favors an 
elevated structure along the marginal 
street, from which spurs can be run to 
each of the water front piers if neces- 
sary, and which presumably will be built 
by the railroad company and not by the 
city. Statements to this effect were made 
on Saturday at the offices of the commis- 
sion, 

It was ascertained that the commission 
has made a study of the question of re- 
moving the Bleventh Avenue tracks, 
which has been agitated for years. The 
statement has been made that a subway 
along the avenue is not feasible because 
| of the difficulty of making switch con- 
;nections with .warehouses and manu- 
| facturing establishments. It was acknowl- 
edged at the same time that an elevated 
structure along Eleventh Avenue Is as une 
desirable as in any other part of the city, 
especially if it is to be a freight line with 
sidings and other objectionable features. 

Deeming it unwise to have either an 
elevated or @ subway for freight on the 
avenue, the Commissioners are of the 
opinion that the only alternative will be 
an elevated line along the water front, 
not over West Street, but between that 
street and the plera. It is acknowledged 
that at present there might be compara- 
tively little need of connecting all the 
piers with the structure, many of the 
wharves being used solely for passenger 
ships.

Jenkins, supervisor of lectures and ex- 
hibits for the Charity Organization So- 
clety, under whose management the tuber- 
culosis exhibit has been shown for three 
years, ‘' By courtesy of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company we got this big 
place here on the ground floor, with two 
show windows in Twenty-third Street. 

“The exhibit has been here a Little over 
® month now, and not less than 100,000 
persons have come in during that time 
and looked carefully at the exh!bit. 

“We are carrying on a campaign to 
teach the people how to keep themselves 
in such condition that their symptoms 
will throw off the tuberculosis germs; 
teaching how to prevent as. many as pos- 
sible from getting into their systems. One 
person out of every seven who die loses 
his life through consumption. In many 
cases the quick death is due primarily to 
ignorance of simple preventive measures.” 

Three new exhibits that have been 
added to the show window offering are 
tenement house blocks in miniature, each 
of which cost to construct between’ $800 
and $1,200, The block down fn the east 
side bounded by Ohrystte, YForsyth, 
Bayard and Canal Streets is considered 
one of the worst tenement blocks fn the 
city, It has been reproduced fn miniature 
to show its bad features. 

In that block, a little card attached to 
the base of the miniature says, are 2,781 
persons. There is not a bath tub fn the 
whole block. Nearly 600 of the rooms are 
dark, without light ana with little alr. 

Another miniature shows a tenement 
built according to the Tenement House 
Law of 1877. This is characterized as the 
worst type of tenement ever put up in 
the city. Another model shows the tene- 
ment put up under the existing Tenement 
House Law. The man who looks at this 
may know whether the house he lives in 
conforms.to the law or not. 

Besides these models, there are minia- 
tures showing how poor consumptives in 
New York may take the fresh air treat- 
ment on the roofa of New York's tene- 
ment buildings, Othere show the» worst 
type of dark room and the bese type of 
light room. 

Every afternoon, between 6:30 and 6 
Oclock, a free lecture, Uiuetrated with 
stereopticon views, is given, telling people 
what to do in case they have, or think 
they have,. comsumptton. There ate dia- 
grams showing how a sneezing or cough- 
ing consumptive may give the germs to 
another. 

Colored posters contain a lot of tubes 
oulosis don'ts, chief among them being 
these: Don't fail to take at least one 
warm bath @ week, don’t sleep in a room 
closed up tight, don’t use patent medi- 
cines, but go to a physician or a free 
dispensary.

When he filed a petl- 
tion in bankruptcy’ three months ago 
the bank called its loans, and he noti- 
fied the officials that it would have to 
take its chances with the rest of his 
creditors. 

Coming here four years ago as a gradu- 
ate law student after a course at the! 
University of Michigan and Harvard, he 
orgenized the Yale Law School Political 
Club and the Yale Republiican Club, di- 
reoting the latter during the last Presi- 
dential campaign. He applied for a 
Consulship after the campaign closed, 
but did not receive it. 

As head of the Political Club he per- 
suaded Senator Depew, William J. Bryan, 
Melville BE. Stone, Mayor Quincy of Bos- 
ton, Carter Harrison of Chicago, and 
other prominent men to speak at Yale, 
Among his lHabilities is a bill for $800 
for banquets and entertaining the speak- 
ers at the Union League, Cumming 
visited Washington several months ago 
and called on President Roosevelt. He 
is said to have submitted a scheme by 
whioh he was to steer the Taft boom 
in Connecticut. The boom waa, however, 
intrusted to other hands.

It has been denied by a@ lawyer of this 
city that the insurance company which 
held a policy on the life of Ddwards, pay- 
ment on which was to be forfeited in 
case of suicide, had paid the claim, or 
that they were convinced that Edwards 
was murdered when shown the theory of 
Dr. Wolf and told that this would be 
used ag a basis to contest the refusal to 
pay the policy. 

It was stated that the insurance com- 
pany offered the Wdwards heirs a com- 
promise, which was accepted. 


SLIPS ON ICE, CAR KILLS HER. 


Motorman Says He Couldn’t See Wo- 
man Through Frosted Windows. 


An unidentified woman slipped on a 
Piece of ice as she was crossing Central 
Park West at Seventy-sixth Street last 
night, and fell directly in front of a 
northbound Eighth Avenue car, which 
killed her instantly.

BURNS MEETS PALMER. 


Amerloan Heavyweight Favorite Over 
Palmer for To-day’s Fight. 


Tommy Burns, the American heavy- 
weight pugilist, who will meet Jack 
Palmer of Newoastle in England to-day 
for the heavyweight championship, has 
been forced to forego a part of his usual 
training during the past week on account 
of @ severe oold and a strained tendon in 
the right foot, but he is confident of his 
ability to make short work of his oppo- 
nent, 

The American is still a strong favorite 
in the betting. Even the north country- 
men, who are noted for the way in which 
they will back an Englishman against a 
foreign fighter, are asking long odds be- 
fore laying their money. They have of- 
fered, however, to place $5,000 at 2 to 1 
that Palmer will stay six rounds. Burns’s 
backers have not taken this bet, but 
Burns nevertheless believes that the fight 
will not last longer than that. He intends 
to make the contest as short as possible, 
as he has an engagement to give a num- 
ber of exhibitions, and must get into 
shape again for the fight in Dublin on 
March 17, for which Richard Croker, the 
former Tammany leader, and one of the 
backers of Jem Roche, the Irish cham- 
pion, whom Burns will meet, is returning 
from Egypt. 

Palmer is considered a somewhat better 
fighter than’ ‘“‘Gunner” Moir, whom 
Burns put oway in ten rounds, but has a 
reputation for hitting low, it being on an 
alleged foul blow that Moir received the 
decision over him, when last they met.

GETTING JUSTICE. 

“The object of the English rules is to 
provide the best and quickest and sim- 
plest method of bringing before the 
court the merits involved in any par- 
ticular case.” This is the statement 
made at the recent meeting of the New 
York State Bar Association by Mr. 
ELBRIDGE L. Apams of the New York 
bar in summing up the results of an 
investigation into English rules of civil 
practice and their working made at the 


|request of the Board of Statutory Con- 


solidation created in 1904. 

The first feature of the English 
methods which struck Mr. ApAMs was 
the fact that the details of practice are 
left to a committee of nine Judges, on 
the same principle as is adopted in our 
own Federal courts, a principle which 
Mr. ApAMs significantly remarks, “ of- 
fers fewer pitfalls than the code sys- 
tem "prevailing in this State, The next 
feature noticed is “that highly effect- 
ive auxiliary to the courts and Judges, 
the Court Master.” Of these officials 
there are a number sitting in London, 
and corresponding officials in the prov- 
inces. In a general way all the prelim- 
inaries yp to the time of trial are with- 
in their control, and though there is an 
appeal from their orders, their action ts 
final in the great body of cases. Their 
most important power is to order sum- 
mary judgment in liquidated cases, a 
plan approximately undertaken in the 
courts of this State. The Masters reg- 
ulate, on hearing, the time and place of 
trial, whether with or without a jury, 
the taking of evidence by commission, 
the production and inspection of doou- 
ments, and the acceleration of trials by 
reference to special lists, or calendars.

Relative to the so-called “ landslide” at 
Haverstraw, N. Y., I beg to state par- 
ticulars regarding the conditions, being an 
owner of one of the valuable residences 
on Front Street, where a slide of this 
sort would naturally occur, if anywhere, 
Upon investigation I find that the cracks 
that have alarmed the townsfolk and 
press are to be found in numbers all about 
town. Not only along the shore front, but 
near the mountainside and again on 
stretches that are on the sea level. 

The disaster of two years ago occurred 
about an excavation that had been dug to 
a depth of some hundred feet, and the 
high lands on either side naturally were 
of too great a -weight to remain, and 
consequently slid into this excavation. 
Now, this “‘slide”’ that has caused no 
little excitement about town centres on 
the river front. Here dredges have been 
working and digging to a depth of not 
more than fifty feet. But, taking into 
consideration the weight that Is replaced 
by water and the flat ground that lies 
between the street and the river, I fancy 
one need have little fear af any disaster. 

I have consulted men who have had ex- 
perience and their opinion is that these 
eracks about town are nothing more than 
resulting from the severe cold weather 
coming so promptly after our very wet 
and rainy weather. 

Any little consolation you may give 
through your ‘paper will greatly relieve a 
host of anxious friends that have to-day 
been telephoning and inquiring nervously 
as to the truth of the situation.

| picted is the Shou Shan, “ The Taoist of 
aradise,”” showing a palace, its garden, 
a bridge crossing a stream, a noble pine 
tree, and figures of the “ Hight Immortal 
Genii” in inlay and relief. No less in- 
teresting are the remarkable screens, such 
as the antique Chinese upright screen of 
carved teakwood in two panels—the upper 
one decorated with a five-clawed dragon 
amid fire emblems and cloyd forms, pur- 
suing the effulgent pearl, together with 
hoenixes, peonies, and pomegranate fine- 
y carved in relief and coated with cinna- 
bar lacquer. On the reverse the panels 
}are covered with an elaborate design of 
{poe and phoenixes, carved in low res, 
fef and coated with black lacquer and 
surrounded by a border of Chinese fret 
in vermillion lacquer. 

There are Japanese theatrical cocsunnes 
of dark blue satin, richly embellished th

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EDITOR J. W. OLIVER DEAD. 


Owner of Yonkers Statesman Probably 
the Oldest Editor In the United States 


John Wise Oliver, editor and chief own- 
er of The. Yonkers Statesman, died early 
yesterday morning at his home, Rose 
Cottage, Yonkers. He was probably the 
oldest, if not the oldest, active editor 
in the country. He was born in Cornwall, 
England, April 30, 1815, and until Satur- 
day last he was busy with his duties as 
chief of his newspaper. He was sudden- 
ly stricken and was compelled to undergo 
an operation. His age was against him 
and he succumbed. 

Mr. Oliver came to this country as & 


young man, and in Baltimore learned. the 
trade of printer. -After serving’ his time 
at the case he started for New York on 
foot. An hour after he reached the city 
he was at work, and in a month was fore- 
man of the shov. It was soon after this 
that he applied steam power in printing 
work, being <he first to use it for this 
purpose. 

He was an ardent temperance advocate 
and was one of the founders of the Wash- 
ingtonian Temperance Union. He started 
The New York Organ, a temperance 
paper, and he and his brother Isaac had 
offices in the old Sun office at Nassau 
and Fulton Streets. The brothers pros- 
pered and in 1876 John Wise Oliver moved 
to Yonkers, He became editor of The 
Statesman, then a weekly, and remained 
in that office until he was forced out by 
politicians in 1881. He was all his life a 
strong Republican. His friends helped 
get back the control of the paper and he 

d remained in control ever since. 

The celebration of his eightieth and 
ninetieth birthday anniversaries were 
made public celebrations in Yonkers, and 
on each he was presented with a set of 
silver. He expected to celebrate his cen- 
tennial, and had often discussed plans for 
it, believing that he would still ts active 
in powspaper work at 100 years, 

Mr, Oliver was married three times, the 
last being when he was 84 years old, His 
widow and two children, Edwin A. Oliver, 
famous as the paragrapher and humorist 
of The Statesman, and a daughter survive 
him. The funeral will be held on Tuesday.

A PARADE NEXT SUNDAY 


Search on Now for a Suffrage Cornet 
Band to Head it—The Suf- 
frage Flag Is Yellow. 


The Progressive Woman's Suffrage 
Unicon hag opened headquarters on the 
second floor of the building at 63 West 
Fourteenth Street, near Sixth Avenue, 
The headquarters, 6 feet by T% floor 
spece, is right next door to the headquar- 
ters of a flourishing palmist.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


and Business Outlook. 


Wall Street came to a realization last 
week of the fact that it is to be one of 
the chief targets for political missiles 
throughout the coming Presidential 
campaign, and the sensation even in 
its early stages proved anything but 
pleasant. There had been a disposi- 
tion on the part of the financial com- 
munity to pass over President Rogse- 
velt’s reference to it as an incidental 
paragraph only in the course of a long 
message, but when it found Mr. Bryan, 
who is playing opposite to Mr. Roose- 
velt in the Presidential drama, taking 
this portion of the message seriously 
and improving upon it to the extent of 
chatacterizing the financial district as 
a prolific breeder of embezzlers, the 
situation began to wear a much more 
serious air. It was hardly conceivable 
that Mr. Roosevelt would allow him- 
self to be outdone in a contest of this 
kind, and the financial community, 
therefore, received as gospel at the 
close of the week the report that a 
special message is under preparation 
in Washington which will concern it- 
self solely with the Stock BExchange. 
Perhaps the best illustration of the 
extent to which all this has gotten upon 
the nerves of the financial district is to 
be found in the fact that in the high- 
est banking, corporation, and Stock Ex- 
;jchange circles there was serious dis- 
leussion of the advisability of issuing 
|a statement controverting the grave 
charges contained in the message of 
the President and Mr. Bryan‘s speech. 

{Fortunately wiser counsels prevailed, | 
one there is now little likelihood of a 
| retort, which could only bring forth 
fresh accusations for consumption by 
thdse willing to believe the worst about, 
not only the Stock Exchange, but all 
lthe activities centring in the Wall 
Street district. The greatest troubles 
which the railroads have had to faco 
| during the past year and a half have 
had their origin in precisely the same 
sort of campaign against them which 
is now being waged against the finan- 
|clal markets of this city. That cam- 
paign dried up the money springs, 
, compelled railroads to pay enormous 
| interest rates for such accommodation 
|as they could get, forced them to put 
|off payments to creditors, such as 
| equipment companies and the many 
|concerns supplying railroad material, 
|} and finally led to the dismissal of labor 
|the country over. One example will 
stand for all. In the City of Sche- 
j|nectady, the prosperity of which de- 
|pends so largely upon the business 
health of the great American Locomo- 
tive and General Dlectric plants, where 
six months ago 21,000 men were em- 
ployed by these two concerns, there 
will be at work on March 15, unless an 
 euiiaedinteninas change comes about, no 
more than 6,000 men. The fortunes of 
| not less than 75,000 people ara, there- 
| fore, put in jeopardy by this condition 
of affairs. The courts are slowly cor- 
reoting the wrongs done to railroads by 
numerous State Legislatures and self- 
seeking agitators, but some of the dam- 
age can hardly be repaired. What will 
be the result of similar agitation 
against money, produce, and stock 
markets? Already it threatens bank- 
ing paralysis here, while the attitude of 
foreign capital is perhaps best illus- 
trated by the decision of one great 
banking house affiliated with many im- 
portant foreign investment institutions 
that it will not recommend to its for- 
eign clients investments in American se- 
ourities or participation in loans until 
the present unsettled conditions are 
definitely ended. On the Stock Ex- 
change the immediate effect of rea- 
soning along such lines was inactivity 
and frregularity of prices, with the ten- 
dency toward lower levels. The depres- 
sion of the week, however, was too in- 
tense to long prevail, and while dull- 
ness may be the rule, there will un- 


TOLD ROUND THE TICKER. 


JAMES J.:<HILL, though an optimist by 
nature, was not disposed upon his return 
from the Northwest last week to paint 
any roseate pictures of the business out- 
look there or in other parts of the coun- 
try. He is an optimist still, however, and

In the meantime, those trades which 
cater most directly to the pressing 
wants of 85,000,000 of people, wants 
which cannot be long suspended, be 
times good or bad, are feeling the ef- 
fects of renewed demand. This has 
quickened certain lines of wholesale 
and retail trade, and in the handling 
of such necessities the railroads are be- 
ginning to find some relief from the 
sharp rush downward of traffic in the 
months of December and January. In 
the steel and iron line there is partial 
recovery, however slight, from the stag- 
nation of the same months. This re- 
vival is measured with some accuracy 
by the tonnage figures of the pig fron 
output, which on Feb. 1 were 241,925, 
as against 282,652 on Jan. lL The 
Pennsylvania Railroad placed with the 
steelmakers an order for 60,000 tons 
of rails at the close of the week, and 
although this is 100,000 tons under the 
Pennsylvania’s order last year, it is 
highly acceptable, providing actual 
business and furnishing an example 
which other roads may follow. Rail- 
road earnings statements coming to 
hand from day to day cover, of course, 
conditions in the past, but they are 
supplemented by the admissions of rall- 
road managers generally that the im- 
provement, so far, has been only nom- 
inal. The fact that the Southern Pa- 
cific’s annual report for the year ended 
} June 30 last, issued during the week, 
gives another picture of prosperity 
for the company during that period, is 
of less moment than the other fact 
that its December earnings statement 
showed an increase in gross earnings of 
seven-tenths of 1 per cent., while its 
operating expenses tncreased 11.5 per 
cent., and for the half year now com- 
pleted its gross increase was 11.2 per 
cent., and its net decrease 17.5 per cent. 
The earnings of last year must, how- 
ever, be considered as a sort of buffer 
for those of the current year, not only 
in the case of the Southern Pacific, 
but in that of other well-managed 
properties. Rock Island’s affairs came 
prominently into discussion following 
heavy declines in the securities, but the 
causes for these were not so much con- 
nected with the financial position of 
the road as with the liquidation of the | 
securities which had to be carried out 
by the Trust Company Committee, 
which took over loans from institutions 
during the November disturbances.

Changes in money market conditions 
during the week included the early de- 
cline in the foreign exchange rate and 
its partial recovery upon a hardening 
of discount rates abroad and the taking 
of gold from the Bank of England by 
Paris. At the end of the week the mar- 
ket was at the par of exchange and 
some distance from the gold export 
point, but the situation is subject to 
such rapid and extreme variations as 
to make predictions regarding exports 
worse than useless. The belief is, how- 
ever, that they will occur before the 
close of the Spring months, and upon a 
substantial scale. Money rates here 
were little changed. Receipts from the 
interior were somewhat less, but the 2 
per cent. call money rate induced trust 
companies to withdraw from the market 
and deposit with banks from whom 
they receive equal interest. This was 
offset by withdrawals to make a good 
showing in the new bank statement, 
and led directly to the loss in the sur- 
plus item of $10,694,000. The simul- 
taneous publication for the first time of 
trust company and State bank figures 
afforded a complete statement of the 
condition of New York's banks, the 
combined figures showing that the 
average reserye of these various insti- 
tutions stands now a trifle above 19 per

Government Requires Them from 
Banks and Banks Get Them from 


the Owners for Use.

The announcement last week that John 
D. Rockefeller was endeavoring to get 
back from the National Bank of North 
America $100,000 of Government bonds 
which he had loaned to the bank to en- 
able it to take out circulation called at- 
tention in striking fashton to the com- 
paratively new development of banking, 
“‘the borrowing of bonds.” 

By the provisions of the National Bank- 
ing act National banks are permitted to 
issue banknotes against United States 
|} bonds only, That is, in order to issue 
|such notes the banks must deposit with 
the Government United States bonds for 
the notes which are put into circulation. 
On Deo. 8 last, when the last National 
bank call was issued, the 6,625 National 
|banks reported outstanding banknote 
{circulation amounting to $601,805,000, 
| against which they had put up, $619,329,- 
000 of United States bonds. At that time 
{the total bonds, securities, &c., held by 
| all these banks amounted only to $7065,- 
| 019,000, and it is, of course, obvious that 
| to secure the great mass of outstanding 
pee may the banks had to borrow Unit- 
ed States bonds. 

This, however, was not the only class 
|of bond borrowed by the banks. It has 
been the practice of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to make deposits of Government 
;}money with the National banks and to 
take as security for such deposits bonds 
which fall within the so-called “ savings 
| bank” class,

CUTS IN RAIL ORDERS. | 


Controversy Over Quality by Delaying | | 
Orders Has Hurt Rallmakers. 


In connection with the Pennsylvania. 
s placing of ag order of 55,000| 
tons of rails last week, for 1908 delivery, | 
it is interesting to recall that the original 
amount ‘ordered for this year was 142,600 | 
tons. As will be remembered, the contro- 
versy over rail structure and composition, 
which first brought the manufacturers 
and consumers to a deadlock a year ago, 
resulted in the holding up of this order. 
The steel companies then practically re- 
fused to accept the order because of the 
stringent requirements of the road, and 
now see the tonnage reduced by nearly 
two-thirds. 

The railroad, however, réserves the 
right to double the tonnage at any time 
during the year. The rails comprised in 
the 55,000-ton order will go entirely into 
repairs, not a ton being for new con- 
struction. Deliveries begin on the Ist of 
March for the Western lines and on the 
1st of June for the ljnes east of Pittsburg.

“If such conclusion be correct; we | 
come to the second question, namely, 
what duty the Superintendent of Banks 
has to perform in connection with such 
bonds purchased by savings banks of 
this State during the period within which 
said bonds were lega!t investments, and 
which are still held by such banks. 

“The purpose of the statute ts to in- 
sure the safety of deposits in savings 


banks by strictly limiting the invest- 


ments which such banks may make 
with such deposits. 

“The Legislature has specified the 
qualities and characteristics of the se- 
ourities which may be bought with these 
funds. If a security nad these qualities 


and characteristics at the time of the | 
purchase, but thereafter loses them, it 


would seem to be the intent of the 
statute that the investment be changed. 
I am of the opinion that a savings 
bank cannot legally retain and continue 
an investment, which, though legal when 
made, has become illegal by reason of 


the changed character and conditions of 


the security. 


“As to the duty of the Superintendent, 
the Banking Law provides as follows: 

* Section 8. Every_corporation and individual 
danker specified {n Section 2 of this chapter / 
shall be subject to the inspection and super- 
vision of the Superintendent of Banks. * * ay 
On every such examination inquiry shall be 
made a6 to the condition and resources of the| 


corporation and mode of conducting and man- | 
aging its affairs, the action of its Directors, 
the investment of its funds, the safety and /; 
Prudence of its management, the security af- 
forded to those by whom its engagements are 
held, and whether the requirements of its/ 
charter and of laws have ben complied with in 


the administration of its affairs.” 


“Section 18,.* * * If it shall appear to| 


the Superintendent that any such corporation or | 
banker has violated its charter or any law of | 
this State, or is conducting its business in an} 
unsafe or unauthorized manner, he shall, by 
an order under his hand and official seal, ad- 
dressed to such corporation or banker, direct a} 
discontinuance of such illegal or unsafe prac- | 


tices and conformity with the requirements of | 


its charter and with safety and security in {ts | 
transactions.”’

“Section 127. When it shall appear to the |

“It would thus appear that the Buper- 
intendent has full power, specifically con- 
ferred by statute, to require the savings 
banks of this State which have any of 
the bonds here under discussion to dis- 
pose of the same. This does not neces- 
sarily mean that {it is the duty of the 


Superintendent to issue a-peremptory or- 
der to such banks to dispose of the same 
at once. Buch a course might concelv- 
ably result In such a depression of the 
and such a 
sacrifice of values as to work serious in- 


jury to the interests of the depositors. 
It seems to me that the method and 


manner of effecting the necessary changes 
of investment are lodged in the sound 
discretion of the Superintendent. As ex- 
pressed by the Legislature in reference 
to a similar matter, (Section 182, Banking 
Law): ‘Nor shall such provisions require 


the change of investments * *.* ex- 


cept as the same can. be done gradually 


by the sale or redemption of the securt- 
ties so invested in, in such manner as 
to prevent loss or embarrassment in the 
business of such savings bank.’

RECENT INROADS 0 
DIVIDEND MARGINS 


How Far Surplus Over Dividend 
Needs Has Been Cut by 
Decline in Earnings. 


SHOWING OF LEADING ROADS 


Impairment During First Six Months 
of Year Not Large in Case of 
Most Strong Roads. 


The decline in railroad earnings reached 
sufficient importance in December to give 
point to a discussion at this time of the/ 
{nroads which the present downward} 
movement in earnings is making into the 
surpluses reported by the railroads last 

. year. In nearly all cases the earnings in 
excess of dividend requirements for the 
year ended June 30 last were sufficient to 
allow of considerable shrinkage in net} 
earnings without impairing the dividend ! 
rates which the railroads have estab- 
lished during the last two or three years, 

It is clear, however, that with earnings | 
falling off sharply the managements of 
railroads will naturally be prompted to! 
adopt a conservative course In the matter 
of distribution of earnings. How far the 
surplus over dividends reported last year 
cvuld be reduced in this year’s earnings 
‘without threatening the continuance of 
dividends at present rates is a matter 
governed in each individual case by the 
necessities of the road and by the degree 
of conservatism displayed by the man- 
agements of each individual property. 

It is assumed in some quarters that 
dividends on many railroad stocks will 
have to be reduced: This, of course, de- 
pends on many factors, and the judgment 
of each railroad management regarding 
the probable duration of the present de- 
pression in business will be a factor al- 
most as important as the actual showing 
of earnings. 

How far the surpluses gver dividends 
reported last year have already been en- 
croached upon this year by the decline in 
net earnings is indicated for a dozen or 
more important properties by the follow- 
ing figures which give the changes in} 

ross and net earnings for the month of 
December and for the six months ended 
Dec. 41, together with the surplus over 
dividends last year. In the case of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and the Delaware 
& Hudson the showing is for the twelve 
months ended with December, those 
roads’ fiscal years corresponding with 
the calendar year:

In the cases of many of these roads the | 
showing is by no means bad, though in a | 


few the loss in net earnings for the first | 
half of the year was severe enough to 
greatly reduce the margin over dividends 
reported last year. Some roads, however, 
notably the Delaware & Hudson, show 
very substantial additions to net earnings 
for the six months, thus increasing in- 
stead of diminishing the margin of safety 
Over current dividend requirements. 

In considering these figures it is impor- 
tant, of course, to bear in mind that the 
tendency toward increased operating ex- 
penses became more marked as the year 
advanced, and that for this reason the 
showing for the six months was relatively 
better in many cases than the showing 
for December. Moreover, in that month 
eross earnings on many roads began 
to decline. On the other hand, however, 
it is to be noted that each succeeding 
month will probably enable the. rail- 
roads to effect some further economy 
in operating expenses, and this may 
serve largely to offset. the decline in 
gross, which appeared in December, and 
which many railroad men think will con- 
tinue to show for a good. while to come. 
With the decline in the price of materials, 
with the more efficient service which the 
railroads will obtain from their employes 
as a natural result of the lessened de- 
mand for labor, and with the possibility 
of wage reductions, should the decline in 
business prove prolonged, the railroads 
will be able to place their operating ex- 
penses on a much lower level. 

In the interval since last June the fixed 
charges of a number of railroads have 
been increased through the issue of se- 
curities, the interest on which will be 
added to that which the roads had to dis- 
burse last year. This of course is an 
added reason for conservatism regarding 
dividend disbursements. 

Many of the smaller roads of the coun- 
try will very likely feel the effects of the 
decline in business more acutely than the 
larger and more strongly intrenched prop- 
erties. Declining earnings ‘have forced 
within the last couple of months several 
Smaller systems into receivers’ hands. 
While there are probably not many roads | 
in the country which have so far ex-|! 
tended themselves that they are in danger 
of bankruptcy, yet it is thought in rail-|! 
road cireles that there are a good many ! 
which will be obliged to curtail as much | 
as possible all disbursements other than| 
those which are obligatory. Should the/ 
present tendency in railroad earnings | 
quickly be replaced by marked improve- 
ment the losses in net earnings so far 
reported would In many cases be made 
good, but this expectation is hardly held 
by railroad men who are in close touch 
with current business conditions. Rather, | 
most railroad men are inclined to the be- 
lief that it will be a considerable period 
before recent gross earnings are restored.
